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The land sales system at the 
Indian agency, through which 
Indian lands are sold, has created 
a unique situation in that division. 
It has made Major John B.O’Neil 
of Muskogee banker for 242 In­ 
dians, and this banking account 
with national banks runs up to 
over $200,000. 
In a large tin box in Major 
^O’Neil’s office there are 242 bank 
books, each representing the ac­ 
count of an Indian who has sold 
his land through the agency and 
is drawing his money according 
to the rules and regulations. 
These rules give Major O’Neil 
practically complete supervision 
of the Indian’s business affairs. 
He pays him the money as he 
thinks he needs it. 
Each Indian 
is entitled to 
$50 per month, 
which is paid to him when he 
demands it. Many Indians, how­ 
ever, let three months’ allowance 
—■ 
: 
a 


accumulate before drawing it. An 
Indian may draw more money if 
Mr. O’Neil thinks it is wisely 
expended. 
If he is a man of 
ability he may draw all of his 
money. 
In most instances, how 
ever, the Indian runs accounts 
and the bills come in to the 
agency. 
If they are correct and 
expended for necessities, a check 
is made out and approved by the 
Indian agent and this is. payable 
to the person to whom the money 
is due. The check is sent to the 
Indian who signs it and turns it 
over to the persons to whom it fs 
due. There are many instances 
where an attempt is made to rob 
the Indians. These accounts Mr. 
O’Neil promptly cuts down to 
what he thinks they ought to be, 
and if they are refused then, he 
refuses to pay them at all and 
the creditor has to collect as best 
he can. The Indians seem to like 
this method.

The bench hits absolutely no 
place in politics,” said Mr. Fiison 
in telling of his plans, “and if I 
have any say-so I will try to haye 
the 
constitutianal 
convention 
adopt a clause which will provide 
for holding all judicial elections 
on separate days of a separate 
year from the regular political 
elections. To a great extent the 
bench should 
be non-partisan, 
and by no means should its mem­ 
bers play politics. 
I hope to see 
the day when Oklahoma judges, 
that i8,the Oklahoma state beach, 
will be eliminated entirely from 
the political campaigns. ” 


Mr. Filson is an enthusiast in 
whatever he attempts. 
It is an 
undisputed fact that in the his 
tory of Oklahoma, a man to get 
an appointment as judge, must 
have a sufficient political pull. 
Politicians, in numerous instances 
in the past, have been promoted 
to the bench and have held their 
positions through political influ 
ence. 
A judge, in order to hold 
his place, has been forced to en­ 
trench himself politically, to sur­ 
round

with a

litical machine, that in some 
counties of the territory has been 
all powerful 
Aspirants for oth­ 
er offices have with eagerness 
sought the personal political en­ 
dorsements of members of the 
bench, and while 
it has been 
necessary for the judges so to 
protect themselves, yet it is this 
very condition that Mr. Filson 
will attempt to eliminate. 
While conditions* as regards 
the bench in Oklahoma, are the 
result to some extent of the ap­ 
pointive system, it is believed 
that they may be eliminated un­ 
der statehood, if the constitution­ 
al conventional convention pro- 
I rides the proper safeguards.

! A RECIPE FOR DIAMONDS. 


Af Anyone W ants to Hake a Vow, 
Hare Is the W ay to Go 
About It. 


Would you like to know how to man­ 
ufacture 
diamonds—real 
diamonds? 
-The process Is somewhat difficult, re­ 
quiring time, patience and some out­ 
lay of money, but then consider th* 
possible results! 
The diamond, we 
•know, says the New York Herald, is 
simply carbon in a transparent crys- 
ne iorm. it comes of humble par 
entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 
Unlike easily crystallizabl© bodies, 
-carbon is Insoluble in all ordinary sol* 
• vents, but molten metals will cornbin* 
*vith IL Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt­ 
ing it in an electric furnace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as it can 
in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing the 
■white hot metal should then be plunged 
'into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
Quickly cooled on the outer surface. 
inside the hard crust the iron re­ 
mains for some time in a molten con­ 
dition, and, as iron expands in solidi­ 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. 
When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the mass. 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi­ 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds. 
Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia­ 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

In th* nineteenth century—the cen­ 
tury in which so many wonderful thing! 
were done—the fourth step in the de­ 
velopment of the match was taken. Is 
1827, writes S. E. Forman, in “Stories 
of Useful Inventions.” in St. Nicholas. 
John Walker, a druggist in a small Eng­ 
lish town, tipped a splint with sulphur, 
chlorate of potash, and sulphid of anti­ 
mony, and rubbed it on sandpaper, and 
it burst into flame. Tie druggist had 
discovered the first fraction-chemical 
match, the kind we use to-day. 
It i» 
called friction-chemical because it if 
made by mixing certain chemicals to­ 
gether and rubbing them. 
Although 
W alker’s match did not require the bot­ 
tle of acid, it nevertheless was not a good 
one. 
It could be lighted only by hard 
rubbing, and it sputterer and threw fire 
iD all directions. In a lew years, how­ 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now' be light­ 
ed with very little rubbing, and it was 
no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. It would ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, aud Diuilfre \ 
there was no longer any sputtering. 1 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar. 
After the invention of the easily 
lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
strike-a-light. The old methods of get­ 
ting a blaze were gradually laid aside 
and forgotten. 
The first phosphorus 
matches were sold at 25 cents a block— 
a block containing 140 matches—and 
they were used by but few. Now a hun­ 
dred matches can be bought for a cent. 
It is said that in the United States we 
use about 150,000.000,000 matches a year. 
This, on an average, 
is about 
matches a day for every person.

wine. When the season is over they 
settle down to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would

formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 
The 
ocuya is an object 
made of 
wickerwork with an enormous head 
vof wood.

wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt

of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once.

English Wise Men Will Enter an 
Interuniversity Think­ 
ing Match. 


British thinkers, rebelling against 
the custom of awarding great prizes 
to college athletes and neglecting the 
thinkers, have proposed and are urg­ 
ing throughout the kingdom a “blue 
ribbon for brains,” an interuniversity 
contest between the thinkers and stu­ 
dents, for an award of m erit 
The neglect of brains and the con­ 
stant lauding of brawn in the press 
of Britain, as well as In university 
circles, has called forth the protest 
and the demand for recognition and 
reward of the brainy men of the great 
schools. 
Just what form the thinking match 
for the championship is to assume is 
not stated. Those who are urging the 
contest plead that nine men from each 
of the great universities meet in the 
contests. 
Whether it will consist of 
looking wise, or in oratory, in writ­ 
ten examinations in certain subjects, 
they do not state. 
The contest may 
take the form of the standing long 
think, or the running high think, or 
the two-minute handicap think, 
or 
the long distance think. 
At any rate, the proposition is to 
make the event of the blue ribbon 
thinking match of all England and 
to show the thinkers that they are 
esteemed as high at least as are the 
athletes. Who will be the first cham­ 
pion thinker of Great Britain is 
a 
question of vital interest.

Indian agency, through which 
Indian lands are sold, has created 
a unique situation in that division. 
it has made Major John B.O'Neil 
of Muskogee banker for 242 In- 
dians, and this banking account 
with nati?nal banks runs up to 
over §200,000. 


In a large tin box in Major 


l's office there are 242 bank 


books, each representing the ac- 
count of an Indian who has sold 
his land through the-agency and 
is drawing hia money according 
to the rules and regulations. 
These rules give Major O'Neil 
.' practically complete supervision 
of the Indian's business affairs. 
He pays him the money as he 
thinks he needs it. Each Indian 
id entitled to $50 per month, 
which is paid to him when he 
demands it. Many Indians, how- 
ever, let three months' allowance 


accumulate before drawing it. An 
Indian may draw more money if 
Mr. O'Neil thinks it is wisely 
expended. If he is a man of 
ability he ..may draw all of his 
money. Inmost instances, how- 
ever, the Indian runs accounts 
and the bills come in to the 
agency. If they are correct and 
expended for necessities, a check 
is made out and approved by the 
Indian agent and this is. payable 
to the person to whom the money 
is due. The check is sent to the 
Indian who signs it and turns it 
over to the persons to whom it ft 
due. 
There are many instances 


where an attempt is made to rob 
she Indians. These accounts Mr. 
O'Neil promptly cuts down to 
what he thinks they ought to be, 
and if they are refused then, he 
refuses to pay them at all and 
the creditor has to collect as best 
he can. The Ind ians seem to like 
this method.

The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
.quickly cooled on the outer surface. 
i Inside the hard crust the iron re- 


mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and. as Iron expands In solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. When the lead 
'becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the mass, 
•Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi- 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystal*—real 
diamonds. Any chemist with a well 
••quipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an Inch In diameter.

THE VERY FIRST MATCH. 
Invented by John Walker, an Eng- 


lish Druggist, in the 


Year 1887. 


In th* nineteenth century—the cen- 


tury in which so many wonderful things 
were done—the fourth step in the de» 
velopment of the match was taken, la 
1987. writes S. E. Forman, in "Stories 
of Useful Inventions," in St. Nicholas, 
John Walker, a druggist In a small Eng- 
lish town, tipped a splint with sulphur, 
chlorate of potash, and sulphid of anti- 
mony, and cubbed it on sandpaper, and 
it burst into Same. TVe druggist had 
discovered the first friction-chemical 
match, the kind we use to-day. It' is 
called friction-chemical because it If 
made by mixing certain chemicals to- 
gether and rubbing them. 
Although 


Walker's match did not require the bot- 
tle of acid, it nevertheless was not a good 
one. It could be lighted only by hard 
rubbing, and It sputtere«i and threw fire 
In all directions. In a jew years, how- 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light- 
ed with very little rubbing, and It was 
no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. It would Ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
there was no longer any sputtering. 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar. 


After the invention of the easily 


lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
strike-a-llght 
The old methods of get- 


ting a blaze were gradually laid aside 
and forgotten. 
The first phosphorus 


matches were sold at 25 cents a block— 
a block contataing 140 matches—and 
they were used by but few. Now a hun- 
dred matches can be bought for a cent. 
It is said that in the United States we 
use about 160,000,000,000 matches a year. 
This, on an average, is about five 
matches a day for every person.

CUT SOLDIERS' BURIAL CASH 


Bodies of Men Killed in United States 


Will Not Be Sent Home at Gov- 


ernment Expense. 


Washington.—The body of a soldier 


tilled in active service cannot be sent 
lo'me to his relatives at government 
expense for burial If he dies in the 
United States. Moreover, the body 
nust be placed in the coffin issued by 
the quartermaster general's depart- 
ment. This was the decision of the 
comptroller of me treasury in the case 
of Private Albert Laste, Twenty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley, jfan., last October. 


His commanding officer wished to 


•end his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffin than was 
supplied by the quartennster's depart- 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
135 for that purpose, he offered to sup- 
ily the necessary additional funds.

Unfailing Cure For Smallpox. 
The sisters in charge of St. 


Joseph's Female Orphan asylum 
are in receipt of many letters 
daily from persons who seek in- 
formation concerning the prepar- 
ation which is believed by the 
sisters to be a preventative against 
smallpox and all other contagions 
diseases. A few physicians are 
among the inquirers, a small 
proportion of these having decid- 
ed to try the medicine. 


"These drugs have been in use 


by us for sixty years," said one 
of the sisters. "In all that time 
we have not had one case of 
smallpox in our institution. The 
prescription was obtained by 
Mother Gongaza more than sixty 
years ago from a minister in 
Germantowu. He got it from a 
doctor in Paris, who used it with 
great success during an epidemic 
of smallpox there. 


"The prescription is one grain 


solid extract digitalis, one grain 
sulphate of zinc, one half tea- 
spoonful of sugar, four ounces of 
water. Dissolve 
the 
digitalis 


and the zinc separately, then 
compound the prescription. 
"It is of the,utmost importance 
that the solid extract of digitalis 
be used. Some druggists say 
there is no such thing, and use 
the liquid preparation. This is 
valueless. It does not produce 
the same results. 


"The dose is one teaspoonful 
every hour for twelve consecutive 
hours for an adult. Fbr an infant, 
ten drops for the same length of 
time, and for children under 10 
years, one half teaspoonful hour- 
ly for twelve hours. 


"We usually repeat this treat- 


ment once a month when small- 
pox is epidemic. It is the best 
medicine, we think, in cases of 
smallpox. The face may be bath- 
ed with it, thus preventing scars, 
I know of one case in which a 
man sent for medicine, as his 
wife had smallpox. She took it 
all night, the eruption having 
almost disappeared in the morn- 
ing. 


"The digitalis kills the germs 


of contagions disease that may be 
in the system. The zinc purifies 
the blood. Some doctors object 
to the digitalis, because it acts on 
the heart. Of course, the pre- 
paration must be taken with care, 
as the medicines are powerful. 


"Some people complain that it 


makes them sick. This is be- 
cause their systems are not in 
good condition. 


"^We are not opposed to vacci- 
nation. You can vaccinate as 
often as you please. It will be 
useless, however, if you have ta- 
ken this medicine. The vaccina- 
tion will not 'take.' 


"We have 130 children here 


now. 
When one is brought we 


give her the medicine promptly. 
Although they come from all 
over the city, we never have a 
contagious disease within our 
doors." — Philadelphia North 
American.

For the great 
army of women belong to the so-called 
laboring 
class, 
state employment 


agencies and ^charitable institutions 
furnish opportunities for employment. 
They keep on hand a list of persons 
who will work and of places where 
work Is desired. About a dozen states 
have these free employment bureaus 
which are so successful it Is to be re- 
gretted that every state does not open 
one. 
The merit of registering with a 


central bureau, in all these cases, lies 
in the fact thai they may know of 
dozens of opportunities for work where 
the applicant may, working alone, 
know of only one. 


In case a woman registers with a 


school or business agency she will be 
asked to pay a certain sum, frequent'y 
two dollars, which enrolls her as a 
member for a certain time, usually one 
year. She will also be expected to 
sign a paper to the effect that she will 
pay a certain commission if she ac- 
cepts the position. Usually this is five 
per cent^ of the first year's salary or 
Income, no matter how long the posi- 
tion is held. Often the position is in 
a boarding school, in which case com- 
mission is estimated on the salary and

Saturday is always a poor day to 


talk with the proprietor of a store. 
School hours are a bad time to select 
when applying for a school position 
and if one wants a position on a Sun- 
day paper one should know that every 
editor is too busy on the last days of 
the week to hear graciously any peti- 
tions from outsiders. 


No matter what the position desired, 


it is desirable to leave matters so that 
a second call can be made, provided an 
acceptance is not decided upon. The

The land sales system at the 


Indian agency, through which 
Indian lands are sold, has created 
a unique situation in that division. 
it has made Major John B.O'Neil 
of Mnskogee banker for 242 In- 
dians, and this banking account 
With natiQnal banks runs up to 
over §200,000. 


In a large tin box in Major 


^'Neil's office there are 242 bank 
books, each representing the ac- 
count of an Indian who has sold 
his land through the-agency and 
is drawing his money according 
to the rules and regulations. 
These rules give Major O'Neii 
practically complete supervision 
of the Indian's business affairs. 
He pays him the money as he 
thinks he needs it. Each Indian 
is entitled to $50 per month, 
which is paid to him when he 
demands it. Many Indiana, how- 
ever, let three months' allowance 


accumulate before drawing it. An 
Indian may draw more money if 
Mr. O'Neii thinks it is wisely 
expended. If he is a man of 
ability he .may draw all of his 
money. Inmost instances, how- 
ever, the Indian runs accounts 
and the bills come in to the 
agency. If they are correct and 
expended for necessities, a check 
is made out and approved by the 
Indian agent and this is. payable 
to the person to whom the money 
is due. The check is sent to the 
Indian who signs it and turns it 
over to the persons to whom it fa 
due. 
There are many instances 


where an attempt is made to rob 
the Indians. These accounts Mr. 
O'Neii promptly cuts down to 
what he thinks they ought to be, 
and if they are refused then, he 
refuses to pay them at all and 
the creditor has to collect as best 
he can. The Indians seem to like 
this method.

In th* nineteenth century—the cen- 


tury in which so many wonderful things 
were done—the fourth step in the da* 
velopment of the match was taken, !• 
1987. writes S. E. Forman, In "Stories 
of Useful Inventions," in St. Nicholas, 
John Walker, a druggist In a small Eng- 
lish town, tipped a splint with sulphur, 
chlorate of potash, ami sulphid of anti- 
mony, and Drubbed It on sandpaper, and 
it burst into Same. TVe druggist had 
dtscoVered the first friction-chemical 
match, the kind we use to-day. It' is 
called friction-chemical because it is 
made by mixing certain chemicals to- 
gether and rubbing them. 
Although 


Walker's match did not require the bot- 
tle of acid, it nevertheless -was not a good 
one. It could be lighted only by hard 
rubbing, and it sputtered and threw fire 
In all directions. In a tew years, how- 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light- 
ed with very little rubbing, and it waa 
no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. It would Ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
there was no longer any sputtering. 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar. 


After the invention of the easily 


lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
strike-a-llght 
The old methods of get- 


ting a blaze were gradually laid aside 
and forgotten. 
The first phosphorus 


matches were sold at 25 cents a block— 
a block containing 140 matches—and 
they were used by but few. Now a hun- 
dred matches can be bought for a cent. 
It is said that in the United States we 
use about 160,000,000,000 matches a year. 
This, on an average, is about five 
matches a day for every person.

Gretna Green for lovers who have not 
for months calmly reflected over the 
logic of matrimony. 


Afler a liberal discussion the min- 


isters came to the final judgment that 
divorce is now a necessity, because of 
the improper matrimonial ties, and 
they propose to cure the social evil 
by guarding the entrance into the mat- 
rimonial fields by the strongest safe- 
guards. , 


Hie agitation was started by Rev. 


Orlan \V. Fifer, pastor ot Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, who declared 
that he is firm in the belief that no 
man should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex 
pressed the firm belief that God haa 
little to do with many of the modern 
weddings. 
He claimed to have had 


an interview with Judge William H. 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
which he learned that fully two-thirds 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
where love probably had played a very 
small part In the marriage. He stated 
that he believed one of the greatest 
evils Is because 
men 
and 
women 


plunge into marriage without the prop- 
er preparation. 


Te hmmisters took up the discussion 


In a lively manner and practically en- 
tered into an agreement that ministers 
will not in the future marry so Indis- 
criminately. 


The preachers believe that where a 


divorce is wanted there should be ar- 
ranged a schedule of years according 
to the offense of the guilty party in 
which he or she must remain single. 


It has also been agreed that the 


pastors will demand to know the past 
hisrory 
of the 
participants, their 


financial condition and their past ven- 
tures, if any. 
It is expected that at 


the next meeting of the association 
rules will be drawn up governing the 
performance of marriages. The minis 
ters will ask the cooperation of th» 
Justices of the peace. 


It is possible that their present ac 


tion will result in asking the leglsla 
ture this winter to pass a law making 
more stringent requirements for se 
curing a license.

CUT SOLDIERS' BURIAL CASH 


Bodies of Men Killed in United States 


Will Not Be Sent Home at Gov- 


ernment Expense. 


Washington.—The body of a soldier 


killed In active service cannot be sent 
home to his relatives at government 
expense for burial If he dies in the 
United States. Moreover, the body 
must be placed in the coffin issued by 
the quartermaster general's depart- 
ment. This was the decision of the 
comptroller of iae treasury in the case 
of Private Albert Laste, Twenty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley, ifan., last October. 


His commanding officer wished to 


•end his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffin than was 
supplied by the quartennster's depart- 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
|35 for that purpose, be offered to sup- 
ply the necessary additional funds.

diseases. A few physicians are 
among the inquirers, a smal 
proportion of these having decid 
ed to try the medicine. 
"These drugs have been in use 


by us for sixty years," said one 
of the sisters. "In all that time 
we have not had one case of 
smallpox in our institution. The 
prescription 
was obtained 
by 


Mother Gongaza more than sixty 
years ago from a minister in 
Germantowu. He got it from a 
doctor in Paris, who used it with 
great success during an epidemic 
of smallpox there. 


"The prescription is one grain 
solid extract digitalis, one grain 
sulphate of zinc, one half tea 
spoonful of sugar, four ounces o 
water. Dissolve 
the 
digitalis 
and the zinc separately, then 
compound the prescription. 
"It is of the, utmost importance 
that the solid extract of digitalis 
be used. Some druggists say 
there is no such thing, and use 
the liquid preparation. This is 
valueless. It does not produce 
the same results. 


"The dose is one teaspoonfu! 


every hour for twelve consecutive 
hours for an adult. For an infant, 
ten drops for the same length oi 
time, and for children under 10 
years, one half teaspoonful hour 
ly for twelve hours. 


'We usually repeat this treat- 


ment once a month when small- 
pox is epidemic. It is the best 
medicine, we think, in cases ol 
smallpox. The face may be bath 
ed with it, thus preventing scars, 
I know of one case in which a 
man sent for medicine, as his 
wife had smallpox. She took it 
all night, the eruption having 
almost disappeared in the morn- 
ing. 


"The digitalis kills the germs 


of contagions disease that may be 
in the system. The zinc purifies 
the blood. Some doctors object 
to the digitalis, because it acts on 
the heart. Of course, the pre- 
paration must be taken with care, 
as the medicines are powerful. 
'Some people complain that it 


makes them sick. This is be- 
cause their systems are not in 
good condition. 


"We are not opposed to vacci- 


nation. You can vaccinate as 
often as you please. It will be 
useless, however, if yon have ta- 
ken this medicine. The vaccina- 
tion will not 'take.' 


"We have 130 children here 


now. 
When one is brought we 


give her the medicine promptly. 
Although they come from all 
over the city, we never have a 
contagious disease within our 
doors." — Philadelphia North 
American.

Chances of Procuring Work— 
Teachers Wishing for Fall Posi- 
tions Should Apply in the Spring 
—Cash Payments and Per Cent, of 
Salary Are Required by Agencies 
—Women Who Are Well-Dressed 
Stand Better Show—"Seek Work 
with a Courageous Heart and Ex- 
pect to Get It."

It often occurs that a woman de- 


sires to obtain a position as a teacher 
or in some business office. 
She may 


make a personal application but the 
field in which she lives is necessarily 
limited and she of course desires to 
know what she can do in various lo- 
calities. In this case, she can either 
apply directly by letter to schools or 
business houses or she can register 
with some school or business agency. 
These are to be found In all large 
cities, but as some are more responsi- 
ble than others, It is well for the wom- 
an to make enquiries before becoming 
'a member. 


Having satisfied herself as to the in- 


tegrity of the school or 
business 


agency the first move should be to 
write to them, state what position is 
desired, ask if they make a specialty 
of providing positions for any particu- 
lar line of work, and enquire concern- 
ing their terms for admission and 
commission. There is plenty of time, 
after receiving the reply, for a woman 
to become a member of the agency If 
she Is satisfied with its responsibility. 


Usually it is a good plan, when the 


position of teacher is wished, to reg- 
ister several months In advance of the 
time when the position is desired. 
Spring Is none too early to register for 
a fall position, as most schools know 
what vacancies they will have, before 
the close of the summer term. 


Recently, there have been opened a 


few reliable business agencies for tho 
purpose of supplying clerkships or 
commercial positions to ttiose who de- 
sire them. These are patronized by ed- 
ucated and intelligent men and women 
who are capable of holding responsible 
and confidential offices. P'or the great 
army of women belong to the so-called 
laboring 
class, 
state 
employment 


agencies and ^charitable institutions 
furnish opportunities for employment. 
They keep on hand a list of persons 
who will work and of places where 
work is desired. About a dozen states 
have these free employment bureaus 
which are so successful it is to be re- 
gretted that every state does not open 
one. 
The merit of registering with a 


central bureau, in all these cases, lies 
In the fact thai they may know of 
dozens of opportunities for work where 
the applicant may, working alone, 
know of only one. 


In case a woman registers with a 


school or business agency she will be 
asked to pay a certain sum, frequent'y 
two dollars, which enrolls her as a 
member for a certain time, usually one 
year. 
She will also be expected to 


sign a paper to the effect that she will 
pay a certain commission if she ac- 
cepts the position. Usually this is five 
per cent, of the first year's salary or 
Income, no matter how long the posi- 
tion is held. Often the position is in 
a boarding school, in which case com- 
mission is estimated on the salary and 
two hundred dollars over, this being 
the rate at which board is calculated 
for a school year. 
Often one has to 


pay higher in proportion for a short 
period than for a long time. For in- 
stance, a professorship in a summer 
school costs more to obtain than one 
for the whole year. When a position 
is accepted for Income instead of sal- 
ary a certain sum is required when the 
engagement is made. Rules, of course, 
differ with these agencies, 
but 
the 


above is a fair schedule. 


Rapidity of action is always desira- 


ble in applying for a place. A school 
or business firm may have several ap- 
plications in one day and time counts 
here as elsewhere. An interview in 
person is always more effectual than 
by letter. If a woman is in doubt as 
to the best time to appiy it may be 
well to write and ask for an appoint- 
ment. When one calls in person a cor- 
rectly engraved calling card should be 
sent to the person one desires to see, 
by tne cierk who meets strangers, or if 
the person one desires to see is met at 
once without intermediary, it is well 
to present the card while Introducing 
oneself. This helps to fix'the name in 
the memory of a business man and the 
card can later be referred to if it is 
kept. If the position of teacher is de- 
sired, the officers and members of the 
board should be called on separately 
and the subject broached in the most 
favorable manner. Aside from the de- 
sirability of presenting the case in a 
forceful way, a great deal depends on 
testimonials.

If your credentials and fitness for 


the position are satisfactory, it mar 
happen that you call at the wrong 
time. Too much stress cannot be laid 
upon the desirability of selecting a ' 
favorable moment Many a woman has 
lost a situation because she applied at 
the busiest hour of the day when the 
person she desired to see was pushed 
for time. A woman may desire an of- 
fice position in which case she does not 
better her cause by calling at a time 
when her hoped for employer wishes to 
go home to lunch or is rushed with, ~ 
outside matters. There are certain 
days and certain times of the day 
when a person is freer than at other 
times and it is well to try to select 
this auspicious moment. 


Saturday Is always a poor day to 


talk with the proprietor of a store. 
School hours are a bad time to select 
when applying for a school position, 
and if one wants a position on a Sun- 
day paper one should know that every 
editor is too busy on the last days of 
the week to hear graciously any peti- 
tions from outsiders. 


No matter what the position desired, 


it is desirable to leave matters so that 
a second call can be made, provided an 
acceptance is not decided upon. The 
conversation on the part of the appli- 
cant should be formulated in her mind 
before entering the office, 
and 
she 


should go to the root of the matter at 
once, state what position sho desires, 
her ability to fill it and what creden- 
tials she can offer. 
One of the best 


agencies in the country has for its 
motto: "Seek work with a courageous 
heart and expect to get it." 


No better advice can be given, 
1C 


added to this, one has the common- 
sense to remember that for every po- 
sition there are hundreds of appli- 
cants and a refusal in one place does 
not necessarily mean the same in an- 
other. If a merchant was to close his 
store because the first person who 
came in did not buy goods, he would 
soon fail. The position is simply re- 
versed in the case of an applicant, that 
is all. A courageous heart and a will- 
ingness to work accomplish wonders.
